Protesters gather but don’t overshadow speech at Notre Dame

SOUTH BEND, Ind. He got heckled. Air Force 
One flew into airspace where hours earlier a 
plane had trailed a banner showing an aborted 
fetus. But President Obama appeared unruffled 
Sunday at the University of Notre Dame. 

Obama’s appearance at Sunday’s commence- 
ment capped weeks of protests that have seen 
Notre Dame become the center of an abortion 
debate that threatened to overshadow the com- 
mencement ceremony Protesters have criti- 
cized the university’s decision to invite Obama, 
who supports abortion rights and embryonic 
stem-cell research. 

Students opposing the Obama invitation had 
urged peaceful protests. Hundreds of people 
attended an outdoor mass and rally Sunday, 
and some students who decided not to attend 
the commencement later went to the campus 
Grotto for prayer. 

Victor Saenz, a philosophy graduate from 
Mexicali, Mexico, said he did not attend the 
ceremony because he believes Obama’s invita- 
tion violated a 2004 statement adopted by US. 
bishops saying Catholic institutions should not 
honor those who don’t adhere to church teach- 
ings. 

“It was something I just couldn’t do,” Saenz 
said. 

Bishop John D’Arcy whose diocese includes 
Notre Dame, joined the rally on the south 
quadrangle and called students “heroes” for 
expressing their anger over the invitation to 
Obama. 

Police said at least 39 people were arrested 
on trespassing charges, including Norma 
McCorvey the plaintiff identified as “Roe” in 
the Roe v Wade Supreme Court decision that 
legalized abortion, was among those arrested. 
She now opposes abortion.

‘At some level, the views of the two camps are 
irreconcilable.

But surely we can do so without reducing 
those with differing views to caricature.” 

Since Obama’s late March acceptance of the 
university’s invitation to speak, a national furor 
has brewed over whether such a prominent 
supporter of abortion rights and embryonic 
stem-cell research should be honored at one of 
America’s premier Catholic universities. 


GOP LEADER SAYS HONORARY 
DEGREE TNAPPROPRI ATE’ 

WASHINGTON The chairman of the 
Republican Party says the University of Notre 
Dame should not award an honorary degree 
to President Obama. 

GOP Chairman Michael Steele says Notre 
Dame is right to be honored that Obama 
spoke at Sunday’s commencement. But he 
says granting Obama an honorary degree is 
“inappropriate.” Steele spoke Sunday morning 
on NBC’s “Meet the Press.” 


All of the graduates stood and applauded as 
Obama, dressed in a blue gown, received his 
honorary degree. 

Before the ceremony, the scene was mostly 
tranquil on campus, with few signs of protests, 
as graduates in suits, dresses and black robes 
walked and snapped photos under a cool spring 
sun with family members. 


As a candidate and as president, Obama has 
promoted policies popular with abortion rights 
supporters, while also suggesting that he wants 
to rise above the rhetoric that often surrounds 
the issue. The Notre Dame event, however, 
has become a rallying point for abortion-rights 
opponents during a time when Obama’s presi- 
dency is weighing heavily on them as he pre- 
pares to pick a Supreme Court justice to replace 
retiring Justice David Souter. 

Obama delivered his first commencement 
address as president on Wednesday at Arizona 
State University, where he used subtle humor 
to confront a less-intense controversy over the 
school’s decision not to award him a ceremonial 
diploma. 

“These honorary degrees are apparently 
pretty hard to come by,” he said at the start of 
Sunday’s speech. “So far I’m only one for two 
as president.”

Move over, cigarettes. Trans fats, please make room. The battle to improve 
Americans’ health is zeroing in on a new target: Pop. 

“I believe soda is the next tobacco,” said Barry Popkin, director of the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina’s Interdisciplinary Obesity Center and author of “The 
World is Fat,” published this year. Soda drinkers haven’t achieved pariah status 
like smokers before them, but proposed sugar taxes and social pressure to be 
healthy can put a damper on doing the Dew— and even some in the growing 
ranks of diet pop drinkers are feeling soda shame.

Twenty-one percent of 
the calories Americans 
consume every day come 
from beverages-upfrom 
14 percent in 1977-largely 
from soft drinks, which offer 
no nutrients. 

The Beverage Guidance 
Panel, an independent 
group of leading nutrition 
scholars, has proposed 
a system, similar to 
the government’s food 
pyramid, to guide people 
to more healthful beverage 
consumption. While all fluid 
needs could be met with just 
water, the panel suggests 
how to incorporate a variety 
of beverages healthfully. 

The following breakdown 
of what the panel 
recommends Americans 
should be drinking each 
day was published in the 
American Journal of Clinical 
Nutrition.

According to Popkin, Americans are consum- 
ing up to 300 more calories per day now than 
they were 25 to 30 years ago, and two-thirds of 
that increase is from caloric beverages like soft 
drinks, sports drinks, energy drinks, fruit juice 
and milk. 

While milk has important vitamins and min- 
erals, the sugary beverages “have no health ben- 
efits,” Popkin said. And studies show people 
who drink caloric beverages don’t compensate 
by cutting out other food, so the calories add 
up, he said. 

An article in the April 30 issue of the New 
England Journal of Medicine put it bluntly: 
Sugar-sweetened beverages “may be the single 
largest driver of the obesity epidemic,” it said. 

The article, co-authored by Kelly Brownell, 
director of the Rudd Center for Food Policy 
and Obesity at Ysle, and Newark City Health 
Commissioner Dr. Thomas Frieden, makes a 
case for imposing hefty taxes on sugary drinks 
to curb consumption. A proposal in New 'York 
last year to impose a i-cent-per-ounce tax on sug- 
ared beverages could be expected to reduce con- 
sumption by 13 percent, or about two servings 
per person per week, according to the article. 

A federal tax on sugary beverages is one of 
many proposals Congress is considering as it 
debates how to pay for a $1.2 trillion overhaul 
of the health care system, according to a report 
in The Wall Street Journal. The Congressional 
Budget Office estimated that adding a tax of 3 
cents per 12-ounce serving of sweetened drink 
would generate $24 billion over the next four 
years. 

The notion of a soda tax riles some die-hard 
pop fans. 

“Stop taking away the things I enjoy,” said 
Chicagoan Jaime Groth, 26, as she sipped a gin- 


ger ale during lunch recently Groth, who lives 
in Bridgeport, was a smoker until cigarettes 
were taxed out of her reach, and she doesn’t 
want the same fate to befall her soda habit. 

‘At some point, you know stuff’s not good 
for you,” Groth said. “People should be able to 
make their own decisions.” 

Two states— Maine and New York— that 
tried to impose large soft drink taxes in the past 
year have not succeeded. 

Chicago currently taxes soft drinks at the 
general merchandise rate (10.25 percent) 
instead of the food rate (2.25 percent), because 
soft drinks are not considered nutritious, but 
there’s no official proposal in the city county or 
state to impose a heftier soft drink tax. 

Tracey Halliday spokeswoman for the 
American Beverage Association, a trade group 
representing beverage distributors, said pro- 
posed taxes on sugary beverages are “a pure 
money grab” and unfairly discriminate against 
one product. She batted away soda’s compari- 
son to tobacco, “a known carcinogen.” 

“There is clearly no comparison between 
tobacco and soft drinks,” Halliday said. “People 
are not buying it.” 

Health-conscious consumers are, however, 
increasingly turning away from regular soft 
drinks in favor of diet alternatives. 

The regular soft drink market lost 15.6 mil- 
lion adult drinkers from 2003 to 2008, while 
the diet soda market gained 7.8 million drink- 
ers, according to Mintel, a Chicago-based 
market research firm. People also are increas- 
ingly drinking bottled water, energy drinks and 
sports drinks, Mintel found. 

Weight maintenance and concern about the 
health risks of high fructose corn syrup were 
the biggest reasons cited for moving away from 


pop, and Mintel does not expect much growth 
in artificially sweetened beverages as people 
steer clear of chemicals. Rather, people will 
be willing to pay more for naturally sweetened 
beverages, Mintel predicts. 

“I don’t trust the aspartame in diet {soft 
drinks} or the sugariness of regular soda,” said 
Jane Boateng, 26, of Gage Park. 

Some diet pop drinkers feel pressure to kick 
the fizzy stuff altogether. 

Lacey Brenly of Wrigleyville admits to a Diet 
Coke addiction that dates back to college, 
when, she claims, she switched from regular 
pop to diet and lost 10 pounds. 

Hooked on the bubbles, Brenly, 26, said she 
drinks at least three Diet Cokes a day, which 
draws tsk-tsks from some of her friends. 

“I have a lot of friends who are health nuts — 
who do yoga, shop at Whole Foods— and I get 
a little flack from them for my Diet Coke con- 


sumption,” Brenly said. 

Brenly, a smoker, said some friends try to 
convert her to a smoke-free, pop-free life- 
style— but both are tough habits to break. 
When she attempted a two-week health kick, 
“the first thing to go was the all-water pledge,” 
she said. 

“I always feel pretty guilty about it, like when 
people started recycling,” Brenly said. “I feel 
guilty that I’m not trying to be healthier.” 

Diet sweeteners have come under fire for 
conditioning people to want more sweets, and 
some have been linked to cancer, but Popkin 
said there has been no established literature 
proving that diet sweeteners are harmful 
or cause weight gain. Researchers with the 
Framingham Heart Study published a study two 
years ago that found people who drink one or 
more soda per day— diet or regular— are nearly 
50 percent more likely than non-soda drinkers 
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Diet sweeteners have come 
under fire for conditioning 
peopie to want more sweets, 
and some have been iinked 
to cancer/* 


to develop risk factors for heart disease, but the study 
author said that could be because people who drink 
soda also tend to eat more and exercise less. 

To Popkin, sugary drinks are the known culprit, lead- 
ing to weight gain and increasing the risk for diabetes. 
Drinking one extra i2-ounce can of regular soda a day, 
at 140 calories, can cause you to gain 13 pounds in a year, 
he said. 

Monica Flores of Elk Grove Village has struggled to 
nix regular pop from her diet. Flores, 36, said she gave 
up Coke and “all brown pops” for Lent this year, and 
three weeks in she had painful headaches. As soon as 
Lent was over, she went back to drinking soda. 

Flores’ friend Michele Campbell of Chatham said 
she has no intention of giving up regular soft drinks. 
Campbell, 39, said she knows the sugary drinks aren’t 
healthy, but she’s heard plenty of warnings about diet 
drinks too. 

“If I’m going to die of something,” Campbell said, 
“I’m going to die of sugar.” aelejalderuiz@tribune.com

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Daley 

defends 

lakefront 

parking 

plan 

Chicago Tribune 

Mayor Daley on Saturday defended 
his park board’s decision to start 
charging $i an hour to park at more 
than 4,400 spots along the lake that 
are now free. 

The mayor said the new lakefront 
parking fees are about “revenue 
and things like that.” Chicago Park 
District officials told the Tribune on 
Friday the fees are expected to bring 
in about $700,000 the first year and 
perhaps as much as $1.5 million in 
subsequent years after start-up costs 
are finished. 

Retailers were excited about the 
new parking charge because it will 
prevent drivers from parking by the 
lakefront long term, Daley said after 
appearing at a restaurant trade show 
at McCormick Place. 

“You turn over cars,” he said. “A lot 
of people park there and they go to 
work.” 

By early fall, drivers along the 
lakefront will feed “pay and display” 
devices with a credit card or cash and 
get a receipt they can leave on their 
windshield.

For months, Chicago police officers have been saying pri- 
vately that morale at the department is at an all-time low. 
Now Supt. Jody Weis wants to see just how true that may 
be. 

The department this week launched an online survey 
of its members, hoping to determine how they feel about 
morale and stress on the job. The survey, conducted with 
University of Illinois at Chicago researchers, was intended 
to examine how well pilot programs for alternate shifts is 
going but also give Weis a look at overall morale, said Bill 
Dougherty, first vice president of the Fraternal Order of 
Police, which represents rank-and-file officers. 

The survey, which includes more than 50 questions, asks 
department members about how their job affects time 
with their families, their satisfaction with the department 
and even whether they’ve considered working for other 


departments, Dougherty said. 

Department members have until mid-June to complete 
the online survey, and results are expected by the end of 
summer, police said. 

“We want to provide the best workplace environment 
for our employees,” Weis said in a statement. “That is why 
we are interested in the experiences of our department 
members and how they are affected by everyday work 
issues. We encourage everyone to fill out the survey in an 
open and honest manner.” 

The department and UIC are promising that those who 
participate in the survey won’t be identified, although they 
will have to input a code to allow the department to mea- 
sure responses by years of service and unit. 

While the FOP helped to draft the survey, Dougherty 
said the union hasn’t endorsed the survey for its members 
because it wasn’t allowed to take part in the collection of 
the surveys.

DETROIT Adam Burish jerked his hands to his throat, 
expecting to feel blood gushing out like a horror movie 
climax or one of the frightening scenes that have played 
out on NHL ice rinks. 

Instead, wearing a white button-down shirt with no 
red stains, Burish laughed about the close call from a 
skate that scraped his throat in Game i of the Western 
Conference finals against the Red Wings. Only a thin 
pink line was visible beneath his scraggly playoff beard. 
“Extra padding,” he said of the neck-saving scruff 
Had the skate been a few hairs closer, the potentially 
serious incident would have made the Blackhawks’ 5-2 
loss seem meaningless. 

In the second period at Joe Louis Arena, Blackhawks 
winger Ben Eager was upended against the boards. As 
he flipped, Burish saw the blade moving toward his neck 
but didn’t have much time or room to move completely 
out of the way 

“When it happened I was scared,” Burish said. “I 
wasn’t sure my head was still connected to my body I 
just sat there and was like, ‘Oh man, am I lucky’ ” 
Burish’s neck had a red smear of blood after the cut, 
but he required no stitches and continued to play 
Like anyone watching the replay as Burish grabbed his 
throat, memories of similar but more critical scenarios 
flooded to the mind, including Burish’s memory 
Most infamously, in 1989 Sabres goal tender Clint 
Malarchuk nearly died when his jugular vein was severed 
and he received 300 stitches after getting sliced by the 
St. Louis Blues’ Steve Tuttle. He returned to the ice four 
days after the event that sickened even teammates. 

After Burish assured himself he was uninjured, he said 
he had no problem shaking off the scare. He figured 
someone else he knows had a harder time with it. 

“It’s probably harder for my mom to shake if she was 
watching on TV than it was for me,” he said. “I didn’t 
check my phone. I’m sure she’s been calling.”

But 
then I thought, “OK, even if it wasn’t her 
intention— it was more to write a pop hit, not 
any kind of sociopolitical agenda— it {started 
a discussion}.” I softened.
